Whoever wil! go into the Court in term 
time, must be struck with the frequently 
grotesque appearance of our Judges, Ju- 
rors, Witnesses, Attorneys, parties, and 
the gaping crowd of spectators, who from 
idle curiosity congregate in such places.— 
It is fashionable in this place to attend 
court and it is not unusual to see men lin- 
gering round the bar of the court room, 
day alter day, for weeks atatime. Qn all 
important occasions, the spectater’s seats 
are generally filled with all classes of the 
community. A great deal of time that 
might be otherwise profitably employed, 
is thus spent and wasted. The court is 
not to be blained for this, for it would be 
improper as well as illegal, for a Court of 
Justice to close its doors against specta- 
tors. In England it is unfashionable to 
attend the sittings of the Courts of Law. 
The parties and witnesses generally make 
up the audience, and the effect is salutary 
on the community. We have frequently 
known in our Courts the Attornies to ad- 
dress the spectators rather than the Court 
and Jury; and once Judge Wilburn, then 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Judicial 
Court, appealed tothe audience for the 
cerrectness of his conduct. The practice 
of attending Court, besides the waste of 
time‘ has, we imagine, a tendency to pro- 
mote litigious temper, which, though ben- 
eficial to the bar, is prejudicial to the com- 
munity. The practice, however, of at- 
tending Court, is not entirely without ad- 
vantages, but the disadvantages more than 
counterbalance them. Little is to be 
learnt or seen that can be useful to us.— 
Human nature is sometimes exhibited in 
glowing colors, on the black side of the 
picture;—vice is often detected, and injus- 
tice and fraud exposed; but often do we 
see frauds and injustice and prejudices, 
and other infamous offences protected by 
the seven fold shield of some legal techni- 
cality. And the imperfections of our laws, 
as well asthe imperfections of our natures, 
vice goes ‘“‘unwhipped of justice, and vir- 
tue unrewarded.’’ The law is so, and it 
is sanctioned by public opinion, that the 
degree of evidence which satisfies every 
| other individual, is entirely insufficient to 
satisfy a jury. 

The following article contains just opinions, well ex- 
pressed. It does credit to the newspaper in which it 
originated :-— 

Freedom of the Press.--This expression 
is familiar to us_all, and is habitually used in 
governments where the press, so far from 
being free; is under a strict imprimature, 
a Vigilant censorship, and unqualified veto of 
the lordlings of the land, as to the matter of 
publication, whether of theological, political, 
or moral character. Yet there, they talk, 
print, and even boast of the liberty of the 
press. On the other hand, some suppose 
and even assert, through the inedium of 
its columes, that their press is free, be- 
cause the editors with impunity indulge 
in the most licentious course, and pour on 
the heads of individuals the grossest abuse 
and unqualified scurrility. They are in 
both instances mistaken. The liberty of 
the press is not to be found ina state of 
servility to government or party, or in that 
licentiousnes which dashes its venom inthe 
face of all who oppose or dislike, without 
legal restraint or moral inhibition. 

To convince a sensible man of disinter- 
ested feeling, therefore, that either the 
one or the other should be termed freedom 
of the press, would be impossible. What 
we term the freedom of the press, is a 
dignified and honorable impartiality in ev- 
ery emanation from it, whether concern- 
ing the government, or parties or individ- 
uals, by its editor; or whether approbation 
or offence follows—having a due regard 
to the interest of the country, to the feel- 
ings of individuals, to chasteness of lan- 
guageandtotruth. Apress conducted up- 
on these principles, is FREE, and valuable 
indeed.
